1924 Plan Represents No 


Change Over Past Policy, 


Manager Explains.

to tho paving assessment policy, City 
Manager Henry Trnxlcr Issued the 
following statement, Wednesday:

"In respect to tho ninounc of «s 


sessment which will accrue to each 
lot or parcel of land frontinpr on the 
streets proposed to bo paved during 
3924, n littlo c:;plaimtlon will, no 
doubt, clenr up ft gre«t deal of doubt 
and misunderstanding-, -especially as 
to the cost of the paving to tho prop 
ertles affected thereby. 


"A grout' deal of discussion seems 


to b« taking placo as to whether tho 
property fronting on these streets Is 
to pny for the puvlng ot street Inter- 
sections. Apparently tho assumption 
is that the cost of paving such Inter- 
sections nlwaya has been nnd should 
be borno by the city, which Is not the 
case. 
"Th* general public la very -prone 


to nscurno that when a paving con 
tractor bids, let us any

square yard, to lay a pavement on a

>Vhnt l.niv Provide* 


"To begin with, tho statute of this 


state, governing the method of as- 
sessing property fronting on streets 
proposed to bo paved, rends us fol- 
lows: 'Hoforo the council shall change 
or alter nny established grade or or- 
der xny work to be done on any street 
at the expense of Iho real estate to 
h« benrlltted thereby. It shall ordei 
the board of public works to view the 
promises and determine the damages 
and benefits which will accrue to each 
parcel of real estate by r.uch change 
or alteration of grade, the rrit.ire cost 
of tho contemplated work or improve 
ment upon tho street, thn benefits and 
damages that will accrue to the sev- 
eral parcels of real estate thereby, 
and tho amount that should bo as- 
sessed under tho provisions of this 
chapter to each parcel oC such real 
estate ns benefits accruing thereto by 
such contemplated work or improve- 
ment.' 
"From this It will be observed '.hat 


neither the nmount of frontage of a 
lot on such a street, nor tho contract 
price of paving enters into tho deter- 
mination of tho assessment, except in 
a general way. 


AdjllNtnient for Corner l,of« 


"It must, of course, be understood 


that tho board or committee- Icvylnsr 
the assessments, usually, and some- 
times Incorrectly, assumes thnt the 
property Is benefltted in proportion to 
Its frontage, mid adopts a front foot 
rule, this bolus rt-nsiiloied to bo tho 
most 
pfiultnblc method. This 
front 


foot rule, of course, cannot and should 
not apply to corner lots whose front- 
ago l» usualiy thrco limes that of an 
inside lot, H can easily bo seen that 
n. corner lot Is not bonelltted throe 
times as much an nu Inside lot. The 
amount of assessment against such a 
corner lot Is usually planed somewhat 
higher, but just what the amount Is 
to IIP rests entirely with the board. 


"Now. slnco tho law requires that 


the assessments must all be spread in 
advance of tho paving, the board or 
committee usually obtains an esti- 


mate of the cost per square yard of 
such pavlnc from the engineer. Slnec 
the engineer can only guess what this 
i-ost will he. the hoard usually places 
it at a higher figure. 
Jf. aftor the 


work Is completed, the cent has been 
found to bo loss than was anticipated. 
the surplus money Collected from us- 
se.-smont* Is used to pay for street 
Intersections and corner lot exemp- 
tions 
If. however, the assessments 


of benefits have boon placed too low 
and there Is n deficit, then tho city at 
largo must pay thn difference, which, 
in a great many casns In Uio past, has 
been found-to be necessary.

"Years ngo a law was enacte.1 


which reads as follows: 'Assessments 
of benefits on any parcel of land In 
any city of the third class for pavlmr 
any street with a pavement having n 
concrete foundation or for tho curb- 
ing or resurfacing of nuch street shall 
not exceed, Including prior assess- 
ment* of benefits for street Improve- 
ment, an amount equal 
to 
$3 per 


nquaro yard of that part of tho car- 
riageway directly In front 
of 
the 


property and lying between tho curb 
and tho center of tho carriageway.' 


"This measure was Intended to pro- 


tect tho people against repeated as- 
sessments and to Insure that a good 
and properly 
constructed pavement 


be laid, for, when tho assessment lim- 
it has boon reached, any future work 
on tho street must be done at the cost 
of tho city. When this law was en- 
acted, a good pavement could be 
cured 
for 
approximately 
51.50 per 


square yard, which means, that 
streot might bo paved twlco at the 
o-xponse 
of tho 
abutting property. 


With tho upward trend of prices at 
tho present day, S3 will just about pay 
tho cost of laying one pavement. 


Credit Tor Old Charge* 


"Streets that havo been' previously 


paved with macadam, of which there 
aro about ono and one-half miles in 
tho proposed seven, will rocolvo tho 
benefit of their previous assessment, 
which means that, as In tho case of 
corner lots, tho city will pay tho dlf 
fcrencc. 
"In the 1020 paving program tho 


prlco was about $4 per square yard, 
and tho city was forced to bear about 
40 percent of tho cost of tho paving. 


"From the above It may be aeon 


that In spreading assessments, th 
board or committee must first deter- 
mine whether tho property will be 
bonefltted to the extent of $3 por 
xctuaro yard for tho pavement on 
street, and with tho present prlco »f 
paving this sum would only ho a pn 
estimate. If. a f t e r tho work has been 
completed, and 
tho contractor him 


been paid, It Is found that there is n 
surplus, the board or committee may 
make a rch;ito on tho assessment. 
Also. In no cane does It devolve upon 
tho city to pny for street Intersec- 
tions except In such Instances oitetl 
above, 
that Is. whoro assessments 


have been made too low."

Kuropeaii situation may be heard by a compari- 
son of the involved currency anil credit problems 
of Germany, France and other countries with the 
similar situation which existed in the United 
States lit the hour of this country's birth. 
The 


United States today enjoys the most stable cur- 
rency and credit system In the world. 
Every- 


where the dollar ia looked upon as the soundest 
of money. 
At the dawn of our government, fol- 


lowing the revolution, ours was the worst money 
In the world. That such a transition could take 
place gives reason to hope, that the degraded 
currencies of Kurope may he brought to a high 
standard ot value once more. 


At the end of the Devolution the finances ot 


the several states were in woefully bad shape. 
Several kinds oC currency were in circulation, a 
sum of $200,000,000 in the aggregate. 
Even the 


bonds oC the states were at a sharp discount; some 
were regarded as utterly valueless. 


AVIth that situation facing them, the people of 


the newly emerged nation felt that they must get 
to work and build an edifice of credit which would 
insure the continuation of a new confederation. 
All experienced people know that it Is a difficult 
task to get any sort of agreement through a leg- 
islative body. Jt takes months, sometimes years, 
to get a bill through our present congress, even 
though the machinery of legislation is In a liigh- 
cr state of perfection than it was at the begin- 
ning. 
But the situation was so serious that the 


leaders knew that temporizing would be fatal 
and that something definite had to be accom- 
plished. 


It makes an, -interesting comparison to refer 


to the old records and nnd there the same sort 
of expressions as now may be heard concerning 
the European countries. 
The same sort of dis- 


mal predictions of ruin, rebellion, disintegration 
and even anarchy were heard then ns now. Yet 
out of this disorder rose what today stands as 
the strongest government in the world. 


Commentators declare that tho early Amer- 


icans were scared into cooperation and construc- 
tive effort. 
The situation was so grave that they 


realized that they must compromise and work to- 
gether or that the dire predictions ot anarchy 
and disintegration would, indeed, come true.

The result was the constitution of the United 


States. 
This constitution 'has been called the 


greatest document for the government of man 
ever written.' It was tho product of. necessity. 
Such serious alternatives faced the new nation, 
that tho highc.it typo of. constructive effort was 
called forth. There was no time for long drawn 
out bickering. 
The result 
w.'ia 
the 
document 


which still forms the basic law of the land, the 
law on which has been built the solid edifice of 
American welfare, prosperity and credit. 


The parallel Is striking. 
It Is scarcely to bo 


expected that European states will write new 
constitutions, but they 
fli.d themselves at the 


lowest ebb of their finances mil credit, just 0.3 
our own state did. "\Vill necessity spur them to a 
settlement as it did with the I'ramers ot the 
American government? 


Alexander Hamilton was the financial genius 


who, with the constitution as a basis, set to work 
to build tip the public credit. 
In a message to 


congre.ss In 1790 he declared that if the good 
name ot the United States was to bo preserved, 
the credit of the United States must be put on 
a solid basis. 
This policy dictated his course. 


The task seemed us impossible as does the Ku- 


ropcan task today. Tho new federal government 
assumed the debts of the states, a policy which 
was regarded by many as suicidal. 
Jt did not 


attempt to repudiate forelgnobligatious but set 
out to pay lip. In 1790 the foreign debt was $10,- 
000.000. a very great sum for those days. 


Hamilton's first step was the payment of this 


debt. 
Only $600.000 a year wits set aside out of 


government revenues to pay tho operating cost ol 
the government. 
Thi.s may be compared with 


$1,000.000,000, the sum used to run the govern- 
ment In these days. 
The rest of the revenues 


were turned over to the foreign creditors. Jl be- 
came necessary to float a domestic loan and a to. 
tal ot ?0,-100.000 also was borrowed In Holland. 
These loans, made between 1790 to 179-i were paid 
in full between 1SOO 
and 1S09. 


The colonies, while struggling 
against 
Great 


Britain for independence, borrowed a total of 
?G,350.000 from France. By IS 15 all of this In- 
debtedness has been repaid. 
Other loans made 


In Holland and Spain were paid up within a few 
years, and in full accordance with the terms of 
tho loans. 


The handling ot the early American foreign debt 


furnlshen a sharp contrast to the way in which 
fiome of t h e modern indebtedness is being handled. 
Kvery cent borrowed was repaid within a short 
line.

To handle the domestic 
situation, 
Hamilton 


capitalized tho national credit. 
He made a do- 


mestic loan, aggregating some. 550,000,000. 
The 


loan was inade in the form of the sale of stock 
rather than bonds. 
American citixens became 


stockholders In their government and received G 
per cent dividends on their stock. 
The money 


was used to refund the outstanding state bonds. 


This was declared an unnecessary and waste- 


ful use of the money by the critics ot Hamilton, 
but experience proved that the move was a wise 
one. for the state bonds Were brought back to 
par, retired and taken out of the financial situa- 
tion with a salutary, simplifying result. 
JAir- 


thermore, this move had the effect of strength- 
ening tho federal government. 


It fieenis strange in these days when the idea 


of the supremacy of tho federal government is 
generally accepted, to recall that only a few gen- 
erations ago there were many Americans who 
doubted tho value of a federal government and 
favored splitting up into states. When the bond- 
holders of the states, through tho refunding pro- 
cess, become the creditors ot the new 
federal 


government, they had an Interest In seeing that 
government successful and prosperous. They were 
unwilling to support a move to abandon the cen- 
tral government and break up Into separate states. 
It never can be definitely known how great an 
affect this financing plan had on the subsequent 
solidarity of the federal government. 


The investors were well justified In their ac- 


tion, for by 1S3C the stock had all been redeemed. 
That year saw tho United States In the almost 
unique position of being wholly out of debt.
